RULE 44 

ANY REPRESENTATIVE MAY MAKE A SPEECH IN A LANGUAGE OTHER THAN THE 
LANGUAGES OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL. IN THIS CASE, HE SHALL HIM 
SELF PROVIDE FOR INTEPRETATION INTO ONE OF THOSE LANGUAGES. 
INTERPRETATION INTO THE OTHER LANGUAGES OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
BY THE INTEPRETERS OF THE SECRETARIAT MAY BE BASED ON THE 
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INTERPRETATION GIVEN IN THE FIRST SUCH LANGUAGE.

RULE 49 

SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF RULE 51, THE VERBATIM RECORD 
OF EACH MEETING OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL SHALL BE MADE A VAIL ABIE 
TO THE REPRESENTATIVES ON THE SECURITY COUNCIL AND TO THE 
REPRESENTATIVES OF ANY OTHER STATES WHICH HAVE PARTICIPATED 
IN THE MEETING NOT LATER THAN 10 A.M. OF THE FIRST WORKING DAY 
FOLLOWING THE MEETING.
